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Missing teenage boy 
‘died from exposure’ 


A 15 -YEAR-OLD boy 
found dead near his 
home at the weekend is 
thought to have died 
from exposure. 

James Fisher had gone 
missing from his home at 
Silverley, Ashley, near 
Newmarket, on either 
Thursday night or the 
early hours of Friday. 

Police issued an appeal on 
Friday because of concern for his 
safety. The body of the Bottisham 
Village College student was 
found on Saturday on a remote 
track about two miles from his 
home. 

His parents, Claudia and Tony 
Fisher, were concerned that he 
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had not taken a coat, mobile 
phone or cash when he 
disappeared on a freezing night. 

A post mortem examination 
was carried out on Tuesday. The 
results were inconclusive and 
further tests are being carried 
out. The inquest into his death 
was being formally opened and 
adjourned today. 

Paul Arnhill, chairman of the 
Cambridgeshire Search and 
Rescue (CAMsar) organisation 
which was called in to help the 
search, said he believed James 
had died from the cold. 

Mr Arnhill said: “We got the 
call on Friday afternoon when 
the incident went critical and 14 
searchers went out. It is very 


difficult in the dark. It is a sad 
outcome, and very unfortunate.” 

James’ parents have been too 
upset to comment. But former 
colleagues of Mrs Fisher at the 
Newmarket-based charity Racing 
Welfare were “devastated” and 
offered to provide whatever 
support they could. 

Mrs Fisher resigned from the 
charity in January to concentrate 
on her own consultancy. 

She was head of fundraising at 
the charity, which has its offices 
in Park Lane, Newmarket. 

During her time at the charity 
she helped to establish Lifetime 
in Racing awards for long-serving 
workers employed at stables in 
Newmarket and all over the 
country. She also organised a trip 
to the United States for people 
who had been left disabled as a 
result of riding accidents. 


Cedric Burton, chief executive 
of Racing Welfare, said: “Every¬ 
body here is absolutely dev¬ 
astated. It’s a really cruel blow. 
We’re all standing by to do 
whatever we can to support 
Claudia and her husband. 

“Claudia was a very popular 
member of the Racing Welfare 
team and she had continued to do 
work for us since she left.” 

Kate Evans, head of Bottisham 
Village College, said: “James was 
a much-valued member of our 
school community. 

“He was a passionate and 
talented musician who derived 
great pleasure from playing both 
the guitar and piano. He also had 
a real flair for composing his own 
music. He will be sadly missed by 
us all.” 

Police said they are not 
treating his death as suspicious.

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Disorder dealt with over festive season 


POLICE say a campaign to 
clamp down on trouble 
hotspots in towns across West 
Suffolk over the Christmas 
and new year period was a 
success. 

Problem areas in Haverhill 
and Newmarket were among 
those identified, and extra 
officers patrolled between 
December 1 and January 1 - 
and were joined by police 


horses on Newmarket High 
Street on December 1 and 22. 

Pubs also displayed infor¬ 
mation on getting home safely 
after a night out and respon¬ 
sible drinking, and street bann¬ 
ers were displayed in Haverhill, 
funded by the Western Suffolk 
Crime and Disorder Reduction 
Partnership. 

Between November 30 and 
January 1, there were fewer 


serious violent offences comm¬ 
itted in public places in the 
west, with a 9.4 per cent red¬ 
uction year on year. 

In total, some 38 fixed pen¬ 
alty notices were issued 
throughout the west of the 
county during the campaign, 
and 113 people have so far been 
charged with committing a 
violent offence. 

Supt Jon Brighton said: “We 


put extra officers on the street 
at key times and in areas where 
trouble can flare, and this has 
helped us to reduce these types 
of crime.” 

He added: “Whilst violent 
crime in general rose (by 6.5 per 
cent), this is largely down to 
having more officers in key 
locations to proactively deal 
with anyone committing dis¬ 
order.”

Campaigners win 
container battle 


CAMPAIGNERS have 
won a fight to get a metal 
storage container moved 
from church land. 

Residents in Exeter Road, 
Newmarket, objected to the 
container remaining on land 
owned by the town’s Roman 
Catholic Church, branding it 
unsightly. 

The church has tried at least 
twice to get planning permiss¬ 
ion to keep the container, used 
for storing furniture, on land 
originally earmarked as the 
site for a new house for the 
parish priest. 

The row has rumbled on for 
a year. But last week the con¬ 
tainer, which had been daubed 
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with graffiti saying “Move 
Me,” was taken away. 

Richard Rigby, of Exeter 
Road, said: “Everybody is del¬ 
ighted. We are grateful for the 
help of the Weekly News in 
publicising our campaign and 
the town council, who objected 
to giving planning permission. 

“Without your support we 
may have been left with the 
container as a permanent eye¬ 
sore.” 

He added: “Hopefully we will 
get a reasonable development 
on there in the future.” 

The issue dates back to the 


building of the Waitrose 
supermarket four years ago. 
The store bought land from the 
church and gave the church 
some land it had acquired from 
the former ambulance station 
and fire station, to build a new 
priest’s house. 

But Father Michael Griffin, 
the parish priest, said he was 
happy to continue living in 
another church house in the 
village of Kirtling, so the new 
house was not built. 

Fr Michael is recovering 
from an operation for bowel 
cancer and was not available 
for comment. 

He told parishioners in a 
newsletter he felt the issue was 
a “non-story”.

£100 raid leads to £10,000 reward 


A LAW and order campaigner is offering a 
£10,000 reward for information leading to 
the conviction of thieves who stole less 
than £100 from his farm shop. 

David Lucas, who was at the centre of 
controversy nearly two years ago over 
gallows displayed outside his shop, put up 
the reward after a spate of thefts. 

He faced criticism from human rights 
groups after he claimed he supplied 
wooden gallows and “execution units” to 
Third World countries. 

He also argued that tougher penalties

Now, after cash in coins as well as 
tobacco products were stolen from his 
Eldon Farm at Holywell Row, near Milden¬ 
hall, he has put up the reward.

I am trying to make it difficult for them to 
move what they stole.”

The Avenue are to be 
felled because their roots 
are making the 
pavement uneven. 

More than 20 trees are facing 
the axe in the leafy road, 
prompting calls to save the 
mature trees. 

Suffolk County Council says 
the tree roots are causing a 
trip hazard and should be 
pulled up so the pavement can 
be re-laid. 

They have promised to rep¬ 
lace all 24 trees and plant an 
additional 10. 

District council planners are 
set to give their approval under 
delegated powers, which 
means there will be no public 
debate on the issue. 

But Councillor Robin Millar, 
former mayor of Newmarket 
and district councillor for the 
area, is pressing for the pro¬ 
posal to be referred to Forest 
Heath District Council’s plann¬ 
ing committee for a full dis¬ 
cussion. 

He said: “The road is called 
The Avenue because of the 
trees. We have lost so many 
mature trees in the area and 
across the country. It is import¬ 
ant to make sure this is abso¬ 
lutely necessary. 

“There must be a way of 
managing the trees other than 
cutting them down all at once. 
I think this is about using 
some common sense.” 

The trees set to be axed are 
Norway maples and planes. 

The official planning notice 
- attached to one of the trees - 
does not make it clear the trees 
will be cut down. It simply 
refers to “works to various 
trees”.

John Howell, who lives in The 
Avenue, said: “As long as the 
trees are replaced I don’t think 
there will be a problem. 

“The Avenue without trees 
would just be another soulless 
road.” 

He said it was important to 
establish the new trees without 
facing objections from utility 
companies with cables and 


pipes running under the street. 

Former county councillor 
Jim Crickmere, who also lives 
in The Avenue, welcomed the 
scheme. 

“It’s a jolly good idea,” he 
said. “The tree roots are the 
trouble. When I go down there 
in my invalid chariot they 
nearly tip me out.”

Tax demand ‘lowest in the county’ 


COUNCIL bosses are proposing 
a below-inflation tax rise from 
April. 

Forest Heath District Council, 
which covers the Newmarket 
and Mildenhall areas, is 
proposing a 3.6 per cent increase 
to pay for the services it 
supplies, which include rubbish 
collections, recycling, planning 
and environmental health. 

The rise, due to be discussed 
by the council’s corporate 
services committee next Tues¬ 


day, will mean an average band 
D household will pay £128.95 a 
year for district council services 
- compared with £124.47 in the 
2007/8 financial year, which 
ends next month. 

Councillor Geoffrey Jaggard, 
the council leader, said the tax 
demand was the lowest in 
Suffolk and followed a Govern¬ 
ment grant rise this year of 
“significantly less” than 
inflation. 

He said: “Despite the pressure 


which this places upon the 
council, we have managed to 
achieve our goal of setting a 
below-inflation increase of 3.6 
per cent whilst continuing to 
maintain and improve service 
delivery.” 

In Newmarket, the council 
agreed a 4.65 per cent rise 
leaving the total figure for ser¬ 
vices at £57.04 for the year. In 
Mildenhall, the parish council 
agreed a 1.26 per cent rise with 
the average figure at £96.44.

Migrant Polish worker’s 
death was not suspicious 


AN open verdict has been recorded at 
an inquest into the death of a Polish 
worker who disappeared just hours 
after arriving in Britain. 

Roman Czaja, 40, came to work on a 
building project at Lakenheath. 

But he was missing from his 
accommodation at Lakenheath Hall 
on the morning of July 18. He had left 
behind his mobile phone and the 
medication he needed to keep the 
effects of an old head injury under 
control. 

His body was found by a farmer in a 
field off Chalk Road, Brandon, 12 days 
later. 


Mr Czaja had been abusive and 
threatening to other workers and was 
seen talking to himself before he 
disappeared. 

His decomposed body was identified 
using medical records. 

A post-mortem examination was 
unable to establish the cause of death. 
Police said there were no suspicious 
circumstances. 

Dr Peter Dean, Coroner for Suffolk, 
said Mr Czaja had appeared confused 
when he walked away from the 
building site. He recorded an open 
verdict. 
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TV chef shuts down 
signature restaurant

TOP celebrity chef 
Steven Saunders has 
closed his Newmarket 
restaurant after just two 
years. 

His name on the front of 
the Crown Walk restaurant, 
just off the High Street, has 
been painted over and a 
notice in the window ann¬ 
ounces it is about to reopen as 
“Morellos”’. 

The restaurant opened in 
November 2005 and was then 
heralded as the first of an 
intended chain of “signature” 
restaurants bearing his name 
and promising “simple, fresh 
and organic food.” 

The venue was given a re¬ 
launch in April 2006 with 
more seating, an improved 
bar area, and a display of 
some of the chef’s contro¬ 
versial “nude food” photo¬ 
graphs. 

He initially made monthly 
personal visits to the res¬ 
taurant and designed the 
menu, which was then cooked 
by the resident chef. 

But diners gave the rest¬ 
aurant mixed reviews with 
some on-line reviewers 
complaining about the cost, 
small portions and service. 

Jay Rayner, restaurant re¬ 
viewer for the Guardian Un¬ 
limited website, said: “Lovely 
things go into that kitchen, 
sadly courtesy of the cooks 
working under his name - he 
is not actually there - some 
really awful things come out.” 

The most favourable rev¬ 
iews were given when Mr 
Saunders was personally 
present at the restaurant. 

The restaurant has been 
closed for several weeks and 
is due to reopen as Morellos’ 
in time for Valentine’s Day 
when a four-course menu is 
advertised for £40.

He acquired the nearby 
Sheene Mill restaurant and 
hotel in 1997 and it won “Most 
Fashionable Restaurant 
Outside of London” a year 
later. He is no longer involved 
with either business. 

He has also appeared on a 
number of television prog¬ 
rammes including BBC2’s 
popular Ready Steady Cook. 

More recently he has been 
involved with restaurants at 
Silverstone racing circuit and 
Brocket Hall golf club. 

A spokeswoman for Steven 
Saunders said: ‘As well as the 
one bad review it received 
from the Guardian it received 
many excellent reviews and 
was listed and awarded in the 
Good Food Guide in 2007. 

“It is a small restaurant 
that needs to be owner-opera¬ 
ted and unfortunately it was 
not possible for Steven to do 
this due to his busy schedule. 

“Emma and Lee, the new 
owners, previously worked 
for Steven at Brocket Hall and 
Sheene Mill in Melbourn. 

“They will undoubtedly do 
a great job of owning and 
operating the restaurant and 
Steven sends his best wishes 
to them and to all the clients 
that supported the restaurant 
over the last two years.”

A MAN who had been binge 
drinking threatened police with 
a club during a hostel visit.

The corporate plan, 
launched at the council’s 
Mildenhall headquarters, 
is the result of consult¬ 
ation with Council Tax 
payers as well as parish 
councils and town 
councils. 

The plan is subtitled 
“Changing for Good - 
Aiming at Excellence” 
and it heralds a vision of 
a “clean, green, safe and 
prosperous” district by 
2012. 

Councillor Geoffrey 
Jaggard, the council lead¬ 
er, said the plan - which 
has support from all 
political groups on the 


council - would help 
shape future policies. 

It includes a pledge to 
provide more affordable 
houses, better commun¬ 
ication with residents, 
making the district safer 
and cleaner. 

It will also aim to 
promote economic regen¬ 
eration in town centres 
and improving transport 
- with an emphasis on 
pressing the Government 
to get on with the dualling 
of the All between 
Barton Mills and Thet- 
ford. 

Cllr Jaggard said: “It’s 
achievable. We shall make 
sure it’s achievable.”

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Football club in 
talks over move 


A NEW multi-use 
sports ground could 
provide a new home 
for a town’s football 
club as well as other 
sides. 

Newmarket Town FC 
has had talks with Forest 
Heath District Council 
about the possibility of a 
move from its town 
ground, which has been 
the club’s home for more 
than 125 years. 

The club is facing 
increasing costs to 
comply with league 
requirements as well as 
complaints from people 
nearby about disturbance 
caused by the floodlights. 

More than £60,000 will 
have to be spent at the 
Cricketfield Road ground 
by next March to provide 
better changing rooms as 
well as facilities for 
women match officials. 

The club could net 
about £5 million if it was 
able to sell the ground for 
a housing development. 

But Kevin Grainger, 
club chairman, has 
emphasised that any 
move would be voted on 
by members. 

Any possible move is 
unlikely to happen for 
several years.

Mr Grainger had a pre¬ 
liminary meeting this 
week with Ian Jackson, 
Forest Heath’s sports 
development officer. 

Mr Jackson is prep¬ 
aring a major report this 
year on the future needs 
of sports clubs in the 
town and the district as a 
whole. The report is due 
to be presented to coun¬ 
cillors in October or 
November following 
consultation with clubs 
and the public. 

He said: “We are very 
much in the early stages 
of determining the future 
facility needs of New¬ 
market. 

“As a local authority we 
want to determine the 
future provision.” 

Part of the review will 
consider the future of 
clubs, including the 
town’s rugby club and 
youth football teams 
which use pitches at the 
town’s two middle 
schools - Scaltback and 
St Felix. 

The schools will no 
longer continue in their 
current form when 
Suffolk County Council 


switches to a two-tier 
education system. 

But no indication has 
been given whether the 
buildings and their 
grounds will be retained. 

The future of New¬ 
market’s George Lambton 
playing field off Fordham 
Road, which is ear¬ 
marked for industrial 
development, will also be 
considered in the report. 

Mr Jackson said: “The 
football club has 
suggested it would be 
interested in moving. 

“We discussed the 
aspirations of the club 
and how, realistically, 
they could tie in with our 
aspirations for sport in 
general.” 

He said further talks 
would be held with other 
clubs through the Sport 
Newmarket organisation. 

But he said he would 
welcome views from 
anyone on how the needs 
of sports clubs in the 
town could be met in 
future.

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Crash killed man months later 


A GARAGE worker 
collapsed and died 
nearly three months 
after suffering serious 
injuries in a crash on 
his way home. 

Darren Blake, 33, 
died at his grand¬ 
mother’s home in New¬ 
market where he had 
been staying after 
being discharged from 
hospital. 

He had spent six 
weeks in the neuro- 
critical care unit at 
Addenbrooke’s Hospit¬ 
al after suffering a seri¬ 
ous head injury, broken 
legs and other injuries 
when his motorcycle 


collided with a car on 
the B1061 road at the 
junction with Eagle 
Lane, Dullingham. 

He spent about five 
more weeks in hospital 
in a rehabilitation unit. 

He died less than a 
month after being 
discharged, an inquest 
into his death heard. 

William Morris, 
coroner for North and 
East Cambridgeshire, 
recorded a verdict of 
accidental death. 

He said that Mr 
Blake died after a deep 
vein thrombosis caused 
a blockage of a major 
blood vessel, leading to 


respiratory failure. But 
the injuries he sustain¬ 
ed in the crash had led 
to his death. 

The inquest at Ely 
heard the crash 
happened as Mr Blake 
was riding his Gilera 
125 motorcycle home 
after his last day work¬ 
ing at the garage in 
Dullingham on July 20 
last year. 

But less than a mile 
from the garage he 
collided with a black 
Toyota Prius which 
pulled out of Eagle 
Lane in front of him. 
His crash helmet came 
off and his head hit the 


windscreen of the car. 

Car driver William 
Parsons, 45, of Cow- 
linge Road, Kirtling, 
suffered minor cuts. 

After his discharge 
from hospital at the end 
of September, Mr Blake 
had gone to stay with 
his grandmother in 
Charles Close, New¬ 
market. 

He had complained 
of feeling unwell about 
a week before he died 
and had been seen by a 
doctor who diagnosed 
a viral illness. He had 
been booked for a 
chest X-ray two days 
after he died. 


Site clearance 
may cost &100K 


A COUNCIL faces a 
£100,000 bill to evict trav¬ 
ellers from an illegal site. 

Forest Heath District Coun¬ 
cil’s planning committee has 
endorsed a decision to call in 
bailiffs to move the caravans. 

The site, at Breach Drove, 
Beck Row, near Mildenhall, 
was set up nearly two years 
ago after the travellers bought 
the land. 

The council obtained an inj¬ 
unction to halt work on the site 
and has turned down appli¬ 
cations for retrospective per¬ 
mission. 

A planning inspector also 
rejected an appeal by the 
travellers and set a deadline of 
last November for the families 
to move. 

But they have remained on 
the site and continued to fight 
the council’s legal moves. 

The council had already given 
power to senior officials to take 
action to clear the site and spend 
up to £100,000 on “direct action”.

National bailiff company 
Constant and Co have been 
given the contract to evict the 
five families on the two sites. 

Councillor Rona Burt, plann¬ 
ing committee chairman, said 
she hoped the work could be 
done without having to spend 
all of the £100,000 earmarked 
for the eviction. 

However, the final bill could 
be higher if the council’s man¬ 
agement team agrees extra 
expenditure in consultation 
with Councillor Geoffrey Jagg- 
ard, the council leader. 

Cllr Burt said: “This sort of 


thing is happening all over the 
country and some councils 
have even bigger problems.” 

The council has told the fam¬ 
ilies they could move to the off¬ 
icial travellers’ site at nearby 
Sandy Park where a £1 million 
revamp - largely paid for by 
Government funds - is to be 
carried out later this year. 

But solicitors acting for the 
families have told the council 
that police have warned them 
not to make the move because 
of “recent incidents” there. 

The solicitors, Bramwell 
Browne Odedra, have also told 
the council the families are 
about to submit a new appli¬ 
cation for planning permission 
to keep the two plots already 
established rather than the six 
plots previously applied for. 

A report published last week 
by the East of England Region¬ 
al Assembly called for add¬ 
itional pitches for travellers’ 
caravans across the region.

1 garlic clove, peeled and 

chopped 

10ml olive oil 

lemon juice 

lOOg hot mashed potatoes 
20ml double cream 
15g unsalted butter 
l/2tsp freshly grated nutmeg 
1 red pepper, stalk removed, 
halved and deseeded 


1 bay leaf 

2 sprigs fresh thyme, stalks 
removed 

Salt and freshly ground black 
pepper 

Pinch caster sugar 
2tbsp water 

2 slices Cheddar cheese 
Pinch paprika 
1 baguette 

■ Preheat the oven to 200C/fan 
180C/Gas 4. In a pestle and 
mortar, pound together the 
cod, basil, garlic, one teaspoon 
of the olive oil and a dash of 
lemon juice until it forms a 
paste. Alternatively, blitz in a 
blender or food processor. 

■ Turn into a bowl and add 
the hot mashed potatoes, 
cream, butter and nutmeg.

FORMER Land 
Army girls have 
welcomed a govern¬ 
ment announce¬ 
ment that they can 
now get a badge to 
recognise their con¬ 
tribution to the 
Second World War - 
more than 60 years 
after it ended. 

Surviving members of 
Women’s Land Army 
and Women’s Timber 
Corps can now apply for 
the award for the work 
they did in place of men 
called up to the Army 
and other armed forces. 

Hilary Benn, the 
Environment Secretary 
said: “It is absolutely 
right that we at last 
recognise the selfless 
efforts these women 
made to support the 
nation through the dark 
days of the Second 
World War. 

“This badge is a fitting 
way to pay tribute to 
their determination, 
courage and spirit in the 
face of adversity. I hope 
that as many eligible

women as possible will 
apply for one.” 

Peggy Moule, 84, of 
Southfields Close, 
Newmarket, joined up as 
a Land Girl when she 
was 17 and spent four 
years on a farm in Old 
Harlow in Essex. She 
included details of her 
wartime experiences in 
her autobiography 
which she published last 
year. 

She said: “Because I 
came from Newmarket 
they immediately 
thought I was good with 
horses so they made me 
look after the biggest 
carthorse on the farm 
called Satan. 

“He was massive. In 
spite of his name he was 


very good natured, but 
when he stood on my 
foot which he sometimes 
did I thought I was going 
to go right through the 
floor. At 7am every 
morning I had to 
harness him up to a cart 
and drive up to all the 
fields where the girls 
were working picking 
and planting the crops 
like runner beans, 
sprouts and carrots. 

“We got no extra 
raincoats mind you, just 
our green jumpers and 
brown hats and I was out 
on that cart come rain or 
shine, sleet or snow. 

“We worked just as 
hard as anyone in the 
armed forces and at last, 
at last we’re going to get 
the recognition we 
deserve. I’m looking 
forward to it.”

Cheveley 


At the meeting of Cheveley 
Parish Council held in the 
Community Room, Cheveley 
School on Tuesday, January 
15, it was reported that the 
bench at Pump Green and the 
noticeboard outside the post 
office have been installed and 
that the metal litter bins at 
Pump Green, opposite the 
British Legion, and outside 
the post office should be 
replaced within the next 
fortnight. Works to the verges 
at Church Lane have been 
rectified and are complete. 

■ It was noted that two 
vacancies still exist in North 
Ward. It was decided that, 
after the next meeting, a 
“welcome letter” would be 
sent to residents of the new 
King’s Meadow development 
and other new residents 
moving into the parish. Also, a 
“recruitment letter” will be 
delivered to all North Ward 
homes. 

■ On planning matters, it was 
decided to object to 
application 07/01415/FUL for 
a new dwelling at land 
adjacent to Lensfield Stud 
House, Coach Lane, 

Cheveley, on the grounds that 
the original application was 
for one dwelling and that a 
subsequent application for a 
further dwelling had been 
refused. It was also noted that 
enforcement action was to be 
taken by East Cambridgeshire 
District Council regarding 


removal of outbuildings at 8 
Little Green, Cheveley, and 
the erection of a wall at 108 
High Street. 

■ In response to letters 
received from East 
Cambridgeshire Planning 
Department it was decided 
that a further response was 
required about outstanding 
concerns about the King’s 
Meadow development as 
these had not yet been 
satisfactorily addressed. 

■ A verbal report was given 
on the first South 
Neighbourhood Panels 
Meeting held on Tuesday, 
January 8 and it was agreed 
that the parish council should 
participate in this process - 
although concerns remained 
about its role. 

■ Dates for a meeting with 
the county councillor about 
taking forward potential 
traffic-calming measures 
along Newmarket Road are 
still awaited. Meetings are to 
be arranged to discuss 
potential improvements and 
maintenance works required 
in the cemetery. It was 
decided not to pursue funding 
for a recreation ground 
project, as there had been 
little interest. 

■ An application will be made 
to the Cambridgeshire County 
Council Parish Path 
Partnership for funding grass 
cutting of some of the Public 
Rights of Way in 2008/09. 

■ It was resolved that 
councillors should not be 
eligible for payment of a 


Parish Basic Allowance but 
that they could claim 
reimbursement for travel and 
subsistence. 

■ The chairman volunteered 
to attend the Cambridgeshire 
and Peterborough Association 
of Local Councils AGM on 
Saturday, February 2, at 
Bluntisham Village Hall. He 
said he would present a 
resolution concerning the 
potential for weakening of 
local government through 
changes to planning 
procedure and the 
encouragement by national 
Government for the 
implementation of alternative 
non-directly elected forums. 

■ The next meeting of the 
parish council is to take place 
on Tuesday, February 12, at 
7.30pm in the Community 
Room, Cheveley Primary 
School, and members of the 
public are welcome to attend. 
Agendas for the meeting will 
be displayed on all 
noticeboards in the parish at 
least three clear days before 
the meeting in order that 
parishioners may be informed 
about the content of the 
meeting. A meeting of the 
Cheveley Pavilion and 
Recreation Ground Charity 
will follow this.

Disrnct Cowno 
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‘Eco-town’ bids seen 
as developers’ ploy 


THERE are five bids to build 
“eco-towns” of up to 20,000 
homes in Cambridgeshire. 

Controversial plans for the develop¬ 
ment of Mereham, near Ely are on the 
list, along with Hanley Grange at 
Hinxton. Developers also want to create 
the flagship new towns favoured by 
Prime Minister Gordon Brown at 
Alconbury and Six Mile Bottom in 
addition to plans for Denny St Francis 
at Waterbeach. 

These would be in addition to the 
47,500 homes which will be built in and 
around Cambridge and in the new town 
of Northstowe over the next decade. 

Planning chiefs have criticised many 
of the bids as ploys to get rejected deve¬ 
lopments in through the back door by 
playing on the green agenda. 

Proposals for 14,000 to 21,000 houses at 
a development called Cambridge Heath 
at Six Mile Bottom and 8,000 homes at 
Hanley Grange were put forward when 
the East of England Regional Assembly 
was drawing up its East of England 
Plan three years ago. 

The Waterbeach development, propos¬ 
ed by a consortium called RLW Estates, 
has been floated for several years. 

Mr Brown announced his vision of 
five “eco-towns” as part of his campaign 
to become Prime Minister. The 
Government has been inviting bids 
from developers and the number 
planned has risen to 10 - one for each 
region of the country

Each town is expected to reach zero 
carbon standards for homes, schools, 
shops, offices and community facilities 
and should be designed to minimise the 
need to travel and promote getting 
around by foot, bus or bike. They would 
have 5,000 to 20,000 homes each. 

Councillor Sian Reid, Cambridge City 
Council’s executive councillor for 
climate change and growth, criticised 
the proposed developments for Cam¬ 
bridgeshire as “dormitory towns”. 

Councillor Matt Bradney, Cam¬ 
bridgeshire County Council’s lead 
member on planning and regional 
matters, said the authority had not been 
given much information and that the 
Government kept “moving the goal¬ 
posts”. 

He said: “The feeling with officers 
and members alike is that developers 
are taking this opportunity to resurrect 
dead schemes like the Waterbeach one 
and Mereham.” 

Liberal Democrats on Cambridge 
City Council are opposing the schemes, 
fearing they will lead to traffic chaos 
and because they think that the 
Government has failed to invest in 
much-needed infrastructure for existing 
development in the county 

Cllr Reid said: “We already have an 
ambitious growth strategy in place 
which is beginning to deliver high 


numbers of homes. It is based on sound 
sustainability principles, which must 
not be undermined by the opportunistic 
creation of dormitory towns far from 
centres of employment. 

“This programme risks undermining 
public and political commitment to the 
growth agenda. The Government is 
clearly willing to act outside the normal 
democratic planning processes, but 
residents and councillors will fight 
growth being imposed upon them.” 

Councillor John Reynolds, chairman 
of the East of England Regional Assem¬ 
bly, said if Mereham was approved by 
the Government it would “drive a coach 
and horses through all the planning 
regulations ever in existence”. 

He said the Assembly was writing to 
the Government to find out about the 
proposals and what the planning 
process would be. 

Cllr Reynolds said: “All the eco-towns 
proposed should also go through all the 
due processes and not be fast-tracked 
simply because they are an eco-town.” 

Councillor Bill Hunt, county coun¬ 
cillor for Haddenham and East 
Cambridgeshire district councillor for 
Stretham, said the Mereham bid was a 
last-ditch attempt to get the plans 
through. 

Peter Bucknell, Huntingdonshire 
District Council’s executive councillor 
for planning strategy environment and 
transport, approves of the Alconbury 
airfield development - but not yet.

SCOTTISH songstress Amy 
MacDonald - whose debut 
album This is the Life hit the 
top of the charts last 
summer - is coming to The 
Junction in Cambridge. 
Despite her acoustic guitar and 
her past trawling Glasgow’s open 
mic spots, her inspirations come 
not from the world of folk but from 
indie. 

“People say I sound like a folk 
singer,” she says. “Although often 
I think the meaning of the word 
gets lost along the way. Folk is 
essentially playing guitar, singing 
and telling stories, and that’s what 
most people do with their music. 
“The type of music I listen to is 
predominantly indie music. That 
doesn’t translate into my music. 
You can be influenced by 
someone but still do your own 
thing and that’s what I try to do.” 

In fact,it was while trawling 
through the indie bible, NME, that 
she saw the advert which would 
lead to her big break. 

“The ad said, ‘New production 
company seeks artist’, it was as 
simple as that. I didn’t really think 
anything of it, it was the first demo 
I had ever sent away. 

“I did it just for the hell of it and 
totally forgot about it. Then two or 



three months later they got back 
to me and said they wanted to 
come to a gig. Then six months on 
from that I signed on to Universal. 
“I can see that it must look like I’ve 
come out of the blue very sudden¬ 
ly, but it hasn’t felt like that. It’s 
taken me the last five years to 
write the album and record it. I’m 
20 and that’s a quarter of my life.” 
Before her career took off she was 
preparing to take up a place at 
Strathclyde University. 

“I was going to do geography. My 


geography teacher was my 
favourite throughout my whole 
time at school and had decided 
that I wanted to go on and be a 
geography teacher as well. 

“So if I wasn’t doing this then right 
now I would probably be coming 
to the end of my course, about to 
start as a young teacher. 

“I don’t think that would work out 
very well if I was to try it now - but 
maybe in 10 years’ time.”

to another level

THERE are few bands who 


2006 and last year the band 
performed the album in its entirety 
on stage for the first time at their 
annual Cropredy Festival in 
Oxfordshire. 

“Some of the songs on that album 
are ones we play every time we go 
out like Matty Groves, but not all 
of them,” says Fairport founding 
member, guitarist and singer 
Simon Nicol. 

“In fact, there was one song, 
Farewell Farewell, which we’d 
never done on stage ever. It had 
slipped through the net.” 

Fie added: “I was personally 
against any kind of warm-up 
show, I just wanted to hit the 
stage with everybody in the same 
state of anticipation. 

“Because of our schedules we 
only really had about three hours 
to rehearse altogether the week 
before. But I have an almost body 
memory of what I played and I 


found it easy to listen to the 
record and unpick our own 
threads. 

“It was a brave step and I’m very 
pleased we took it.” 

As well as marking a major turning 
point in popular music the album 
also became a remarkable 
milestone in the band members’ 
personal lives. Only a few months 
earlier, their tour van crashed on 
the Ml, killing 19-year-old 
drummer Martin Lamble and 
guitarist Richard Thompson’s 
girlfriend, and leaving others 
injured.The tragic incident almost 
convinced the band to give up but 
instead they hired new drummer 
Dave Mattacks and went back 
into the studio. 

At the time they had no idea of the 
effect it would have when the 
record was launched with a sell¬ 
out concert at the Royal Festival 
Hall in London. 


“I think in 1969 when we recorded 
it, it was two things,” says Simon. 
“Firstly it was a way for the band 
to rebuild itself after the motorway 
crash and the injuries we all 
sustained from that, and at the 
same time it was an intellectual 
exercise in trying to create some 
middle ground between traditional 
music and modern songwriting - 
to blur the difference between the 
two. 

“It wasn’t supposed to be the 
start of something, it was an 
experiment. We didn’t realise it 
was going to be what it has since 
become, which is a watershed 
album. It’s one of the few albums 
which you can point to and say: 
This is where something 
started’.”
